It was a foulridden 
match during which four 
Russians had their names 
taken during the game, 
and their most dangerous 
man, attacking half-back 
Kakhi_ Asatiani, was 
warned twice by West 
German referee Kurt 
Tschenscher. 

But the Mexicans ap- 
peared lucky to escape 
warnings on many oc- 
casions. Herr Tschen- 
seher often appeared to 
give them the benefit of 
the doubt. On the other 
hand he seemed to be 
ultra hard on_ the 
Russians, who, though 
playing a tough game, 
were far from dirty. 

Russia featured striker 
Ganadi - Yerryuzhikhin, 
who was in the Moscow 
Dynamo side that beat 
Victoria 7-1 in March. 


Hooted 

Throughout the match, 
the highly partisan crowd 
of 108,000 hooted most 
Russian moves and 
cheered their own side - 
even when they made 
mistakes. 

In the second half, 
Russian trainer Gavril 
Kachalin brought on 
Anatoly Puzach in: place 
of right winger Viktor 
Serebrianikov who had a 
bad first half. The move 
gave Russia more punch.
